The 
least we as # nation can do in a year 
in which many millions will turn their 
thoughts toward the peace of the world 
and several millions their feet as _pil- 
gtims toward the.

Mediterranean Ocean is to stand before 
the door of the World Court eid *se#yr: 
“Aperite mihi portas justitiae.” »- 

In the days of ancient Rome, the door 
of the Temple of Janus, who was the 
patron of all gateways; doorways and 
entrances generally, the “ spirit of open- 
ing,” the god to whom the beginning of 
the day, the month and the year was 
sacred, was closed during’ peace and 
‘open: during war, with the result that, 
it was shut “ énly four times before the 
Christian era.” The reason for keeping 
this gate open was probably that citizéns 
who were fighting for.the State should 
have free access to the city whether in 


victory or defeat. The open Holy Door 


in the new era suggests accessibility 
not to warriors specifically but to all 
those who seek defense .and peace 
through justice. It was open originally 
only once in a hundred s, then fifty, 
then thirty-three, but now every twenty- 
five years in order that évery devotee | 
may in an average lifetime have. the 
opportunity to avail of the benediction 
that is promised to those who. enter the 
door as petitioners. The World Court

Presidents and Cabi- 
nets average higher than Congressmen 
in knowledge of affairs and of the possi- 
bilities of lawmaking. They have often 
information indispensable to Congress. 


It is only by bridging the abyss between: 


the White House and Capito] Hill that 
the affairs of the nation can be compe- 
tently conducted. And it is only by de- 
bate, searching and realistic, that Con- 
gress can regain and maintain its 
former eminence.

E. T. RAYMOND, author of “ Uncen-

The life of a country 
gentleman, it has been said, would be 
more to his taste than the state of a 
King of England. He is happier in 
Paris-or New York. 

There are apocryphal stories of gayeties 
that outlast the night: It is ‘said that 
the Prince wants to have his fling on a 
holiday, like any commoner. He would 
rather choose his own mate than con- 
tract a royal marriage, unless he could 
find an affinity—-but where? There is 
not much of the severe propriety of the 
Prince Consort in him. But times and 
manners haye changed. The age’ is 
democratic. The British people would 
not admire a Prince of Wales who was 
@ paragon of virtue. The present heir 
to the throne, being unaffected, amiable 
and sport-loving, is perhaps more pop- 
ular than any of his remembered prede- 
cossors.

HiS is a fascinating book: It

i detest the cliché, “a valuable con- 
tribution not only to contemporary 
history, but to the art and science 
of stateamanship in the abstract.” 
All who knew John Morley with 
anything approaching intimacy knew 
him to be one of the mest delightful 
conversationalists. His talk was 
exactly. right. It was not too. suave; 
it was not too dogmatic; it was net 
too erudite, and yet it was never 
empty. Again, Morley as a talker 
was not teo. genial. as was Renan. 
tenan, it wax said,. when he wanted 
ro contradict you, always began with 
the phrase, “You are -right a’ thou- 
sand times over."" Morley never 
cloyed hix -listeners with any such 
talk. He was not the teast afraid to 
tell you that he heartily disagreed 
with. you, or that what you said was 
2 monstrosity. Yet he was always 
the most courteous of talkers, and 
never stfubbed a man because he dis- 
agreed. As u result he was the least 
qtiarrelsome of men in conversation, 
though he kept his own.end up with 
so much verve. The truth was, he 
loved conversation and realized, as 
must cvery true votary of the art of 
dialectics, that, unless you can keep 
your temper, you not only do away 
with the pleasures of conversation, 
but destroy your work of art, for such 
is a good talk, almost before it is he- 
gun. The man who, in effect, is 
always glaring at hix interiocutor and 
‘saying, ‘Do you really believe that, 
you fool you?” or ““Great heavens! 
To think that a sentient human be- 
ing could be so silly!*’ or, again, 
**Your facts are not only untrue, but 
hadiy stated; and you cannot even 
@raw a clear inference from your own 
erroneous premises''’ knows leas than 
nothing of the art. In a word, Jobn 
Morley talked like a reasonable being, 
and never roared at you, either phys- 
teally or metaphorically. His, in- 
deed, was not a roaring mind, but 
one which essentially allowed for dif- 
ferences. . Of ceurse; he Hked to get 
the better in an argument, for there 
was a very strong and wholesome 


touch of human vanity it him... Still, f 


he had no desire to trample upon the 
slain and no scorn. for. people with 
whose views he disagreed or even 
thought harmfal. He was essentially 
& merciful.man and a man of ‘wide 
pinion. ; 

A cynic once said of him that in his 
conspectis of life and literature, as 
in polities, he had the views of an 
old: maid. ‘Though it was perhaps 
said unkindly, there was an element 
of truth in the words, assuming that 
by “old maid’’ is meant a woman of 
insight, sympathy and power of un- 
derstanding, though inclining too 
much to faatidiousness of view. Mor- 
ley was in a sense, though it sounds 
absurd, very easily shocked, especial- 
ly by new ideas, new paradoxes, and 
new evolutions and convolutions in a 
man’s regard for his environment: 
He had as a young man shaken, or 
was thought ¢o have shaken, the 
pillars of society by what was then 
vous as daring, “if aiot, inideed, 
blasph challenges to things as 
they are.

Never a Father to His Son 


The correspondence between Fran- 
cis Joseph and his son, which was 
“recently made accessible to research 
in the Secret Archives of Vienna, 
throws a vivid light upon their rela- 
tion.

It was always 
the Emperor addressing the Crown 
Prince, and vice versa.. Francis 
Joseph's tone to his heir is chilly 
enough to turn a geyser into a pillar

the same brand as his proverbial 
politeness to his Ministers and Gen- 
erals. It was his way of emphasiz- 
img an unbridgeable gulf.

Yes, but Francis Joseph wanted his 
Son never for a moment to forget 
that_he, the Emperor, was the mas- 
ter and the host and Rudolf a mere 
guest.

Thwarted in his ambition to do 
great things, ruthlessly harnessed to 
an inane and exacting routine, Ru 
dolf sought other outlets for his pas- 
sionate vitality.

He threw himself into study 
‘ with all the élan that was in his 
eharacter and achieved no mean pro- 
ficiency, especially in natural history.

century was a limited affair. of 
course the bride — the future Em- 
press—must not only ~-be of royal 
blood, but possibly of a house actu- 
ally reigning. Europe was flooded 
with German Princesses, but unfor- 
tunately most German Princesses 
were Protestant and a Hapsburg 
Empress must be a dyed-in-the-wool 
Catholic. And eligible Catholic Prin. 
cesses were rare. The Bourbons 
were dispossessed everywhere except 
in Spain, and a Bourbon Princess al- 
ways meant embarrassment. They 
had too many enemies and no 
friends. ‘The house of Savoy could 
not be considered, because they were 
at loggerheads with the .Pope. The 
Emperor of Austria could not attend 
a wedding in Rome, where the King 
of Italy was keeping his 
prisoner. The Wittelsbaclis of Ba- 
varia were an old race—to> old, in 
fact. A tired and—well, one must, 
say the word—a degenerate race. 
Half of the family were insane. and 
they .were already connected with 
Hapsburg with the most involved 
ties of intermarriage, Rudolf’s 
mother was a Wittelsbach and the 
strain. was a most unhappy one. 
The Emperor's wife — mother of 
future Emperors—must be of fresher 
blood. 


Courtship by Schedule 

The choice thus was narrowed 
down to one between Saxony—a 
Protestant land with the Catholic 
dynasty of Wettin—and Belgium, 
where similarly a Saxon line, that 
of Coburg, originally -evangelical 
but now in third generation Cath- 
olic, reigned. After some hesitation 
Francis Jcseph’s. decision fell in 
Brussels’s favor. 

The important task of negotiating 
the marriage fell to the lot of the 
Austrian Minister at Brussels, the 
Count Bohuslav Chotek. He was a 
Bohemian aristocrat of ancient line- 
age, though poor—a diplomatist of 
the old school, reared in the peri- 
wigged; powdered tradition of the 
pre-1848 era. He was a conscien- 
tious, dry-as-dust bureaucrat to 
whom the mission with wh‘ch he 
now was entrusted represented the 
unexpected climax of a lifetime spent 
in winding and unwinding red tape. 

He rose to the occasion.. At Brus- 
sels, without further delay, he 
broached his errand to the King and 
Queen. © They listened to him most 
graciously, were greatly elated over 
the communication and begged him 
to express to the Emperor their de- 
vout thanks for the great honor con- 
ferred upon their daughter. FEspe- 
cially the Queen seemed  tivved. 
They both assured the Minister that 
any date for the visit that suited the 
Crown Prince would suit them. 

The date for Rudolf's arrival at 
Brussels was fixed for March 6, 
1880. Two days later Count Chotek 
eould report to the Emperor the en- 
gagement of the Crown Prince and 
the Princess Stephanie. Everything 








| ran according to schedule; there was 





no hitch. The Minister’s account de- 
serves quotation in part. 

“I beg your Majesty most gra 
cieusly to accept my humble con 
g@ratulations on yesterday's joyful 
event, so fraught with importance 
for the most high dynasty and for 
the monarchy. The program has 
been carried out with insignificant 
changes, and his Imperial Highness 
the Crown Prince Rudolf has already 
reported to your Majesty directly his 
first impression of her Royal High- 
ness the Princess Stephanie at the 
family dinner given on his arrival. 

The Princess Stephanie 

‘Oni the 7th * * * I had the honor 
to sit next to her Royal Highness 
the Princess Stephanie andthus had 
opportunity to take a good look at 
her and to hear her talk for the 
first time. The Princess is very 
young and just in the process of de- 
velopment, but she makes the im- 
pression of radiant health. She has 
a charming carriage, gracious digni- 
ty and a spirituelle expression. Her 
conversation was bare of all embar- 
rassment, movingly childlike, but at 
the same time clever, tactful and al- 
together beyond her years. 


“Notwithstanding the greatest re- 
serve it was noticeable already in the 
course of the luncheon, during which 
@ certain nervous tension seemed to 
prevail, that his. Imperial Highness 
impressed the Princess. After the 
luncheon the high company retired 
through the second drawing room 
to the blue audience room. After a 
few minutes their Majesties and 
Royal Highnesses were seen to with- 
draw, whereby one could infer that 
the young couple remained by them- 
selves in the adjoining room, the 
doors of Which were thrown wide 
open. Their Majesties appeared to 
be preoccupied with the arrange- 
ments for the conjurer’s perform- 
ance. About five to seven minutes 
later suddenly there appeared in the 
door the Crown Prince Rudolf, his 
cheeks all flushed and bearing the 
most elated expression, while the 
Princess, hurrying toward their Maj- 
esties, seemed to beckon the latter 
into the adjoining room, where she 
was slowly followed by King Leopold. 
A few minutes later King Leopold 
returned to the first drawing room; 
Was pleased to take my arm and to 
say: ‘Come, dear Chotek, I believe 
the young folks want to announce a 
joyous news,’ whereupon I entered 
and found the Crown Prince Rudolf 
with the happiest mien, fastening in 
his buttonhole a small bouquet of 
lilies of the valley, previously worn 
by the Princess; the latter with her

Well might the excellent 
Count Chotek congratulate himself 
on the masterstroke of diplomacy 
which he had just consummated— 
well might he look forward to an old 
age spent in genteel repose, basking 
in fhe sunshine of his young sover- 
eign’s favor—“the good old Chotek 
who brought us together,” the Em- 
peror Rudolf would say, from time 
to time, to the Empress Stephanie. 

The gods willed otherwise. At 
that idyllic repast in the castle of 
Laeken there was a guest present 
whom nobody noticed. It was the 
fate of Hapsburg. Not a ghost—not 
a tall gaunt figure in flowing black 
robes—not the White Lady of tradi- 
tion. Oh, no. Just a chit of a girl— 
a commonplace, flesh-and-blood lit- 
tle Countess of 12. Well, perhaps, 
little isn’t the word, seeing she was 
tall and strongly- set—anyway, just 
12—a mere flapper, all legs and big 
brown eyes and embarrassment, but 
with a profile already bespeaking 
power of will.

Little Sophie Chotek, who, with 
her father, was present at the en- 
gagement of Rudolf and Stephanie, 
was shot to death on June 28, 1914, 
at Sarajevo in Bosnia as she was 
trying to shield with her own body 
her husband, the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, from the assassin’s bul- 
let. * * * Little Sophie Chotek ended 
her life as the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg, a woman more fateful than 
Helen of Troy, the woman whose 
death loosed the greatest war in his- 
tory: ** ¢ ‘ 

The wedding of the Crown Prince 
Rudolf took place amid great fes- 
tivities at Vienna on May 10, 1881. 
The capital was wrapped in a cloud 
of Belgian and Austrian flags and 
flowers; hundreds of thousands of 
people flooded the streets to view 
the young imperial heir carrying 
home his beautiful b!ond bride. 

Alas! Before long the beautiful 
blond. bride turned out an into'erable 
bore. Rudolf’s high-strung ner- 
vous, passionate nature, full of en- 
thusiasm for beauty, for brother- 
hood, for justice, was chilled by the 
merest contact with this handsome 
doll built of Silk and asbestos, with a 
kernel perhaps of sawdust. He was 
interested in the progress of civiliza- 
tion and democracy, in freedom and 
human rights for all. She was in-

“President Is a Rare Master of Literary Style, 
According to a Student of-His Expression

MONG ‘the literary mén of to- 

. day there-is one—and it is a 

- strange phenomenon—who is 

not known as a literary man 

at all. His name. is Calvin Coolidge, 

and I am going to try to_show that 

he is the most: literary man who has 

oecupied the: White House ‘since}: 

1855. ‘He-is the possessor of that 

rare quality, “even among lterary 

menh—of style in addition to a 
“style.”* at 

The Attic style is not popular at. 
present, and it has no masters ex- 
cept Mr. Coolidge. However, a writ- 
er who has nothing but style or-a 
style to recommend him lacks a good 
deal, and this is not the case with the 
President; His weapon-is the short 
sentence, but anybody who gives his 
mind to it can acquire, though with 
difficulty, the use of the short ‘sen- 
tence. The difference is that each 
of Coolidge’s” short sentences, when 
he is producing a real com- 
position .and not merely 
giving voice to the per- 
functory utterances that 
his position ‘calls for, is the 
distifation of a long proc- 
ess of thought. ‘What an- 
other man might need a 
page to express can be set 
forth by Coolidge in a sen- 
tence of a dozen words and 
set forth completely, so 
that it does not need an- 
other syllable. 

Dr, Lyman Abbott,- in 
discussing the sermon, 
once said: ‘There is a 
great difference between a 
pan of milk and a pat of 
butter... What the congre- 
gations of the present day 
demand is the pat of but- 
ter and not the pan of 
. milk.’ - He may have been 
* mistaken about. the tastes 
of the time, but if there 
is any such demand as he 
thought there was, Cool- 
idge caters to it. 

It will come as a surprise 
to the intelligentsia to be 
informed that Coolidge is 
a master of the epigram. 
He uses it sparingly, be- 
cause, evidently, he has a 
dislike for startling effects, 
but for that very réason it 
is all the more stunning 
when it comes, As for the ~ 
, Prevalent belief among the 
Intellectuals that Coolidge 
does not read, the evidences 
of his wide and thorough reading are 
abundant on every page of his 
speeches. What misleads them is 
that he does not quote, if he can 
possibly avoid it. He prefers to give 
the essence of his author, or of 
many~euthors at once. His tender- 
ness for the classics sticks out vis- 
ibly from full haif his collected 
speeches;. no matter what his sub- 

ject may be;.but he would rather .be 

shot at sunrise than say, *‘As Cicero 
says,"’ or “In the language of the 

Wind bard.”* 


Bunyon, Perhaps, His Master 


No doubt the Bible entered inito the 
formation of Coolidge’s style; his in- 
frequent quotations. are from _ its 
least. known parts, and indicate fa- 
mifiarity with the Book. But if he 
has a literary master, it is Bunyan. 
George Bernard Shaw, in his essay, 
, Better Than Shakespeare,’’ quotes 
this ffom Bunyan: “My sword I 
give to him that shall succeed me in 
my pilgrimage, and my courage and 
skill to him that can get themi.’’ On 
this Shaw’s comment is: “*The 
heart- vibrates like a bell to such an 
utterance as this.’*

I let the vetgran cattle man have 
bis say.

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DIANA’S THIRTY-YEAR REIGN 


TAKING out into space with 
unwavering bronze. eyes, with 
her bronze Greek | face —im- 
mobile and her bronze bow 
perpetually bent to unloose its shaft, 
Diana has stood poimed atop. the 
tower of Madisun Square Garden 
for more thza thirty years. If, 
jately, she has heen bewildered by. 
tidings that with the coming of next 
‘pring the building upon which she 
stunds into be torn from under her 
feet, and that then her guardianship} 
will end—goddess-like, she gives no! 
sign. 

Perhaps, during the thirty year* 
ot her’ immobile life, Diana has 
sometimes wondered why she came 
to be where she was. Whether or 
not Diana has ever discovered it, the 
fact of the matter is that she had a 
predecessor and a rival. To that 
predecessor the Diana we know owes 


her existence,-and to tell why neces-| 


sifates going back to the very begin- 
ning. 

Tn i800 a brilliant architect named 
Stanford White had the satisfaction 
of seeing a dream of his made into 
the reality of brick, stucco and stone. 
This reality was called Madison 
Square Garden. Covering a city 
block, done in buff brick and cream 
terra-cotta, with an arcade and a 
340-foot tower. the new building 
made considerable stir. 

Critics argued the affair over 
almost brick by brick. The tower, 
at that time the tallest thing between 
the Pulitzer Dome. next to Brooklyn 
Bridge, and Thirtieth Street, came in 
for a goodly share of the debate, It 
was known to resemble the famous 
Giralda Tower of Seville, so called 
on account of the turning figure of 
Faith .on its crest. Some persons 
dismissed the mew creation as a 
“*copy.”". More intelligent criticiam 
showed that although the effect of 
the Giralda had been followed in a 
general way, the Madison Square 
tower was far from heing merely a 
copy; it was eveh more than an 
adaptation. 


. Diana the First 


Criticism did not stop with the 
tower; it went upward and raged 
wbout the bronze figure of «a Diana 
that stood poised on the very top of 
the shaft. Done by Saint-Gaudens, 
this Diana measured 18 feet in 
height. Bronze folds of drapery 
flung themselves out in loops behind 
her, and the foof upon which she 
was poised was fixed firmly into a 
metal ball which revolved on bear- 
ings. ..As the crowds helow stared 
upward the bronze buntress wheeled 
from time to time and aimed her 
ready shaft into the wind. Diana 
was a superb -weathervane: 

lo general, Diana the First. was 
eyed with some astonishment and no 
little distrust. People were used to 
fairly well-draped female figures, and 
whereas beauty was unquestionably 
beauty, and all that sort of thing, 
this bronze hussy’s draperies were 
few, and those few stood out behind 
her. Furthermore, she was apt sto 
fall, the critics argued. ' 

But it was not. the outraged. mod- 
esty of some nor the danger of any 
fall that made Stanford White de- 
cide to take Diana-the First down. 
"He felt that she was too large, out 
of proportion. Accordingly, down 
came Diana. 

She was sent out to Chicago and 
set upon the Agricultural Building 
of the World's Fair, amid much side 
comment’ from the Chicago press, 
such as: 

“Diana, being too large for New 
York, properly comes to Chicago!” 

Also, apropos of her new. place: 
“But why Diana on the Agricvitural 
Building? Put \more- draperies ‘on 
her and turn her into Ceres!” And 
80 on: 

Meanwhile, in his studio at 148 
West Thirty-sixth Street, the sculp- 
tor Saint-Gaudens was modeling an- 
other’ Diana—the i iana. that we 
know.

No chances were taken the second 
time; it was decided to make sure 
the hew .proportions were right by 
giving them an actual trial before 
the figure was cast in bronze. 
Accordingly, .a ‘plaster cast was 
j Made to sixe from the new model, 
which was thirteen feet high. Both 
architect and sculptor’ decided _ it 
would be better not to have this trial 
exhibit too public a one, So. the 
plaster cast. was raised one day at 
dawn while most of the city slept. 
It stayed up only long enough for 
those directly concerned to decide 
that it had the proper proportions.

When finally she was poised on 
the peak vacated by her predecessor 
the new Diana caused*much constér- 
nation. The reason was that while 
the first Diana had but few drap- 
eries, the new slim huntress wore 
nothing but a shimmering coating of 
gold foil.

N the Rhine they still keep 
watch.

_ as the Grepadiers outside. Bucking- 
ham Palace, and details of British 
*Tommies in trim khaki quickstep 
through the streets under the 
shadow of the cathedral, which is 
almost the biggest in the world if 
not the most beautiful. 
Dismounted eavairy detachments 
with polished bandolicrs and spurs 
make rounds, swanky sergeants with 
swagger sticks pase and ‘repass 
among the drab republican civilians, 
and of a Sunday British officers in 
full Highland kit stro with their 
womenfolk across the bridge where 
three Kaisefs in bronze stand guard 
over the great stream of which it 
has been written that it is Germany’s 
river,-not Germany's boundary. The 
sign in front of the Excelsior Hotel 
where the sentries’ heels ring 
sharply on the pavement and the 
rattle of their rifles sounds so mar- 
tial a note, reads “General Head- 
quarters British Khine Army.” Co- 
logne still has a Town Major who 
wears the uniform of George V. 
A little bit up the ‘Rhine at Bonn 
@ university agreeably done in yel- 
low stucco and arranged in arcades 
Restles within sight of the Drach- 
enfels, where once the robber bar- 
ons Forded it over the great bend of 
‘the Rhine.

Business As Usual 
For all that it. has’ been brought 
back to normalcy, the Rhineland is

“Germans of the Rhineland go about 
their budiness and the business of 
. Germany goes on all around. ‘The 
streets are full of people, the trams 
#0 grinding. their wheels through 
the crooked and narrow Old-World 
- thoroughfares and the horns of mo- 
tor cars make night and day hideous. 
You may go where you please and 
no military policeman stops ye or 
asks your business... You may even 
walk ‘for miles along the river bank 
at night and never meet a sentry. 
{ “Alt along the Rhine front>of these 
towns, where French and British 
flags still fly, thers is hardly a sign— 
except the occasional sight of one of 
these bits of alien bunting—that for- 
eign control is still a fact on Ger- 
many’s western marches... 
What-strikes the onlooker most is 
that the British and French soldiers 
who are still there continue illustrat- 
ing . in their behavior ‘the . charac- 
teristics of the two peoples ang the 
twe armies.. The British are pre- 
| Gsely formal about it, the French 
informal. .The_ British wear their 
best dress parade manners aud the 
French stand at ease; An ex-Prus- 
sian officer (turned hotelkeeper) 
remarked bitterly as a dolled-up de- 
tall of Scots Highlanders swung 
past: ‘This is the sort of thing we 
were doing fifty years ago.”’ The 
Vrussian’s exasperation was easy 
enough to understand, but the fact 
is that in this fast stage of the mili-| stance. 
itll hostageship of Germany's

Yet the French m Bonn, for in- 
, seemed tobe interfering with 
tao theres as. little as did the 
British in Cologne. During “a tong 
Sunday afternoon in that pleasant 
and quiet old college town with the 


townsfolk, men, women and children, 
behaving in their usual Sunday man- 
ner and sedately_ pursuing their holi- 
day pleasures, the French. soldiers,

TRIP lower Park Avenue of its

As you drive out of the railway 
station, originally named for Nicho- 
jas I. and now called after the Octo- 
ber Revolution, you find yourself 
passing through a broad, open plaza, 
with a low, almost unbroken skyline. 
In the centre of the square a cast- 
iron dumpling of a man, bursting the 
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Waterfront Showing the Fortress of Peter and Paul—The Oldest Part of Leningrad. 


This mass of stone and metal 
comes to symbolize for one the 
weight of an imert and sceptred 
power bearing down upon a Vast 
torpid land. But although it pre- 
sides over the city gates, it is foreign 
to the spirit of the place, which is 
all compact of indomitable energy, 
rigorous discipline and imperial dig- 
nity. This genius ioci still hovers 
over barracks and wharves and 
academies, over empty palaces and 
half-empty churches, over thorough- 
fares drained of traffic, and man- 
sions converted into museums. 

Wander out of the Hermitage, 
which is the. chief museum, on a 
Winter afternoon, in the direction of 
the Palace Square. It still goes by 
that name, although officially it is 
now called the Uritzky Square, after 
the Chairman of the Cheka, who was 
assassinated in 1918. The dark red 
facade of the Winter Palace walis'in 
the plaza on one side. The high 
elaborate railing that fenced it off 
has been scrapped and the granite 
base furnished the slahs for the 
monument to the revolutionary 
heroes buried on the Field of Mars. 

Across a plain of bare snow, facing 
the palace, you see the vast curving 
sweep of the Ministries, also tinted 
a weather-worn bricky shade; By 
an irony of chance, réd was gen- 
erally the color of the public build- 
ings erected for Peter's heirs, and 
now flying from the flagpoles faded

| Trail of this Suanee Animal Leads: From the Tombs 
of Luxor to University Halls in New Haven

ALE, in name “at least, can; 

now boast the most ancient 
pedigree of any university in 

the world. The Yale was 

an Egyptian divinity, and heral- 
dic shields of English Kings and 
Cambridge colleges had *‘Yale sup- 
porters.’’ These facts are disclosed 
by a newly blazed trail of research 
that leads from Luxor to New 
Haven, Conn. 
The hunting of the Yale has led, 
Sir Arthur Shipley,. Master of 
Christ’s College, Cambridge, through 
Darkest Africa, up and déwn the 


Mediterranean of antiquity, 
the Continent of Europe to his own 
university in Engiand, where he has 
found ‘Yale supporters’’ beautifully 
carved in stone about the crest of 
Christ's College gateway. 

At first blush the sophisticated 
reader might scent another elaborate 
hoax from the pen of that intrepid 
armchair _explorer, Captain Trap- 
rock (alias George Chappell, a son 
of Yale), but Sir Arthur, as shown 
in his chapter “‘Hunting the Yale” 
in “‘Cambridee Cameos,”’ ‘has éare- 
fully documented every step in his 
explorations. And the story of his 
Giscoveries forms a natural supple- 
ment to the account of the unicorn 
written for THE New York Tires 
Magazine of Oct. 19 by Odell Shep- 
ard, -a description inspired by the 
recent acquisition of a narwhal’s 
tusk (fabulously regarded as the 
unicorn’s horn) by Donald MacMil- 
lan in the Arctic regions. 


Rival to the Unicorn 
Now the unicorn is a noble beast, 


sharing with the lion a commanding 


Place on the royal crest of Engtand. 
It has had a long and dramatic 
history, extending as far back as the 
fifth century B. C. But consider 
the Yale. This unique and long 
neriected animal is weil established 
(0) years before King Tut-ankh- 
Amen shut himself away from the 
excavators in the fifteenth century 
B.C. and 700 years before Rameses 
1 pursued the children of Israel 
into the Red Sea. Bravely painted 
+s one of the chosen sacred beasts on 
the wall of the temples, he comes to 
represent the bodily form of the 
Egyptian: god Khnumu. Thus ‘in 


antiquity—and. sacred character he 


quite outdoes the unicorn, but these 
are not his only ‘marks of superiority. 


The unicorn has only one horn. The 


Yale is distinguishéd by two horns, 


arranged not in the lowly fashion of 


beasts of thé field or forest, but 
rigged like the guns of a battleshir 
pointing fore and aft. What crea- 


ture in the million of years of 


evolving species ever invented such 
a formidable formation? None, 
assuredly, but the Yale. 


Such evidence of foresight and 
hindsight cannot be found among 


all the fearsome monsters of prehis- 
teric_agés, whose skeletons and {os- 
sil prints will be exhibited in the new 


Peabody Museum, now going up at 


the university in New Haven. They 
indy have a roomful of narwhals’ 


_ tor unicorns’) horns there, but never 


a Yale: No, such af immortal 


creature is no fossil- and cannot be 


confined within the walls of a mu- 
seum. 


But this does not mean that the 


Yale is a mere mythical beast. The 
origin of his distinctive glory of fore 
and aft horn formation was the 
well-known practice among certain 
African tribes of bending forward 
and backward the horns of promising 
tull calves and making them leaders 
of the herds. Such a custom, which 


gees back to immemorial antiquity 


among the Ethiopians, seeins to have 


provided the leader of the herd (as 


shown in the illustration) not only 


with distinguishing insignia but 


with the superior’ means of defense.

Bible, or perhaps yael, a wild goat. 
Obviously something had been hap- 
pening to the animal in various 
parts of the Mediterranean world, 
for the Yale ts no longer a domesti- 
cated bull. Somewhere along the 
line travelers and writers of natural 
history seem to have conceived of 
him as a more graceful and interest- 
ing animal, like a wild goat or ante- 
lope. But by the time descriptions 
gf him came to Piiny in_his Roman 
villa the Yale had become a marvel- 
ous and formida- . 
ble composite. 
“Among the 
Ethiopians,'’ avers 
the Roman writer. 
‘is a creature 
called the ‘eale,’ 
black or tawny in 
color, as large as 
a river horse, 
with the tafl of an 
elephant and. the 
jaws of a boar.” 
Then follows the 
revelation of the 
miraculous ‘devel- 
opment which 
makes: the Yale 
unique among: all 
creatures. “He 
has movable horns 
longer than a cu- 
bit, which in bat- 
tle he thrusts for- 
ward or. slopes 
back as his intel- 
ligence — directs.“

Being interested in the question 
whether American architects were 
altogether , prepared to abandon 
leadership in high building. (the 
writer discovered that many of the 
craft at the present nioment are en< 
gaged upon plans. that exceed Mus- 
solini’s by a goodly margin. These 
men are very much interested in 
height. They are not the most nu- 
merous, but they constitute one of 
the important schools of thought 


among men engaged in problems of 
engineering and designing connected 
with the future of architecture in 
this country. 

Another group, of which one has 
heard much recently, is composed of 
advocates of the pyramidal form of 
construction, the step-back type of 
building, 
development under the zoning laws 
and as the most promising from 
which to evolve a typical and endur- 
ing style of modern urban architec- 
ture. But the members of the 
“‘aerial school” declare in favor of 
sheer, tower-like construction, 
from the ground on a uniform. width. 
These men eschew the spreading 
base, the step-back, terraces, escarp- 
ments and all other characteristics 
of the graduated construction.

Problem of the Engineer 

To the untechnical mind the first 
thought siggested by Mr. Hood's 
building would be terrifying insta- 
vility, but engineers -are perfectly 
calm about it. The only thing necés- 
sary is to base the-building deeply 
enough. These. steel and concrete 
bases play a large part in modern 
6 They may go to a great 
de h in cases where a hard enough 
substance cannot be found closer to 
the surface. New York's rocky 
foundation eliminates a great amount 
of difficulty in this respect, but in 
Chicago and other citiés the modern 








ouilder must pierce considerably over 
a hundred feet through the soft 
upper stratum until he is able to 
get a sound standing on the under- 
«round shell of the planet. 

Before the period of perfected steel 
construction heavy buildings used to 
be floated In Chicago, exactly as a 
houseboat is floated on a scow. Louis 
Sullivan's famous Auditorium build- 
ing, a landmark, by the way, in 
early tall architecture, was floated 
in such a manner. 

The ultimate development of this 


tower idea, if adopted at all widely, 
would be a city of needles éxtending 
to great height and surrounded each 
by its plot of ground perhaps three 
times as iarge as the base of the 
building. If the rceder will imagine 
a@. grove denuded of its lateral 
branches and eared of undergrowth 
he will, obtain an impression of this 
city—a city of-continuous parks dnd 
sharp pinnacles. 

Instead of the i rial col 
being a part d¥ ihe temple or build- 
ing, the building itself igftranatormed 
into a single stup 
carrying its own - @neoration, and 
supporting an interior. If these were 
indefinitely multiplied, one might 
imagine one's’ self in a roofless 
colonnade of gigantic proportions. 

Advocates of this metropolitan 
scene declare that it will provide 
more light throughout the city and 
within the buildings, that it is fn-

strikingly suggests the spirit of the 
age of steel, and that it is erenonr- 





ically sounder than the pyramidal 
construction; since tenancy of such 
buildings would be more desirable 
and demand therefore more constant. 

As to the question of height in it- 
self, the Mussolini ‘undertaking does 
not arouse any amazement in the 
minds of American builders. “It is 
physically possibie to.set a number 
of Mole Lictorias one on top of 
another.- All that is required is a 
broad enough base. it is legally pos- 
sible to rise many times eleven hun- 
dred feet in aliitude even in the 
heart of Manhattan. This is in the- 
ory, of course, but perfectly prac- 
ica} theory. The zoning Taws pro- - 
videthat a certain portion of the 
ground space can be carried as high 

as the builders choose.. Again, from 
the engineering, standpoint, struc-_ 
tures of steel may be erected many 
thousands of feet bigh, provided the 
load is scientifically spread. What 
is called the “crushing point” of 
steel, to give an idea of the po- 
tentialities involved, is reached only 
at the base of a solid column of that 
material 20,000 feet high. 

So it is not wholly impossible that 
architectural structures may some 
day ‘only stop short of the point 


The power exists in the 
materials now available, and in past 
periods the endurance of materials 
has been the only limitation on 
heis bt. But materials and material 
conditions are two different things, 
and the discrepancy between steel 
and masonry too enormous for di- 
rect comparison, so it is probable 
that for some decades at least the 
wizards of bujiding will stay within 
reason. 


When the Skyscraper Began 


It ig a far cry from these extraor- 
dinary reaches to the days only forty 
years. ago when builders began to 
realize that in order to erect high 
structures something must be done 
to make the upper stories much more 
independent of the lower. The Audi- 
torium in .Chicago, already men- 
tioned, was one of the first to ex- 
emplify. skeleton construction, or 
what has been picturesquely calie’ 
“the umbrella frame with a picture 
hung around it."’ 

Sullivan was one of. the leaders 
who awoke the architects.of his day 
to the use of iron work both as a 
carriage and a frame for. masonry. 
Masonry alone had long proved dis- 
couraging. It had reached its apogee 
in the Old World, where; by means 
of costly, ponderous and laborious 
devices, builders had arrived at a 
height of approximately 500 feet—in 
such structures as St. Peter’s at 
Rome, ay Cologne Cathedral and the 
Pyr buildi that were cither 
solid in construction or carried no 
interior weight. 

For modern uses the Ames Build- 
ing in Boston, 120 feet high, was 
about the limit obtainable, and its 
walls at the base were some five or 
six feet thick. Window openings of 
any size were a precarious risk, as 
the full strength of the stone walls 
was needed for the load: 

Whatever method of building may 
be adopted by the majority of archi- 
tects here, the isolated tower-unit 
style is certain to be‘ seen among 
us. As Mr. Hood enumerates the 
advantages of this construction, ‘“‘it 
takes you_away from all the natural 
pests and annoyances of the earth. 
You avoid dirt and dust and insects 
as you go higher. Intense heat can- 
not follow you into the air. The 
temperature drops about one degree 
in every hundred feet of altitude. 
You not>only enjoy cooler air but 
cleaner air and more sunlight. Noise 
is greatly diminished, workers are 
more contented and efficiency is in- 
creased. ; 

“And imagine the improvement in 
the appearance of your city. Great 
open spaces ‘may abound. Every 
building will have its. broad stretches 
of ground, if the owner ~chooses, 
without -economic lose. For this 
type of design, owing to the height 
and consequent multiplication sf 
floor area, ts’ as profitable as any 
that ix now prevalent." .

Rebuilding has given many of 
these stone animals, most likely, a 
span of life not much more than 
their fellows in flesh, yet some sur- 
vive, an@ the hunt for them is at 
least as. productive a task as the 
sceatch for gargoyles in an age when

It is not exactly the old Germany. 
It is a Germany so far restored to- 
ward normal existence that there is 
Nothing (on the visible surface at 
least) to shock a stranger from-so 
normal a country as the United 
States: The only shock “such ‘a 
stranger; is likely to get is the fact 
that prices in Berlin, with ¢he mark 
arbitrarity counted asa quarter of 
a dollar, are only a little below 
prices in New. York 

The crowds on the streets, on tle 
railway station platforms, in the 
trains and trams are a bit shabbier 
than they are in New York. Per. 
haps there are rather more Schutz- 
polizei in -evidence than there are 
Policemen in- Manhattan, but per- 
haps they Only seem more numerous 
because of their martial get-up, pat- 
ent leather ~ shako, sword-bayonet, 
belt and conspicuously displayed pis- 
tol hoister.. For the rest, they seem 
chiefly concerned with . traffic, and 
their attitude and gestures at the 
top-and-start. stations are a little 
operatic.

In short, outside of the unaccus- 
tomed drabness of the street cos- 
tumes of the women, what meets the 
eye is so nearly what is encountered 
in any busy metropolis that it is’ 
easy. if you have business in hand, 
to go about Berlin with as‘ little 


roundings as if you were in New 
York or Chicago- 

- Underneath there are differences. 
Within, just as certainly are -diffi- 
culties, damgers, unhealed wounds, 
exasperations, unrelieved sufferings, 
hard conditions; France has hers, 
which are as little visible onthe 
surface of a Paris half submerged 
under a tide of visiting Americans. 
America has ‘hers, which are not 
the less real because they are not 
consciously reyeaied to the casual 
visitor to a New York that is ‘not 
quite American because it is the 
gateway of America.

© the State art treasures, as well as 
for providing new galleries for 
Sworks of art found in the imperial 
j “palaces: and among private collec- 


tions that had been declared forfeit 
to the State. 


A special board of trustees has 
charge of all Russian art galleries. 
It is established at Moscow, acts ex- 
clusively as a central controlling 
body, and handles all matters affect- 
ing museums and art galleries gen- 
erally. A difficult matter it is to 
arrange the art treasures to the best 
advantage and for the artistic edu- 
cation of the people. Mme. Trotsky 
is head of this body. 3 

In addition to the placement of 
works of art in museums capable of 
giving the best care and where they 
will be enjoyed by the greatest num- 
ber, a general catalogue is_ being 
compiled of all art treasures in Rus-* 
sia. This should greatly aid the 
tremendous organization work in 
Russian museums and art galleries. 


A Board of Art Supervisors 


The pian is for Moscow to be the 
centre for purely Russian art, while 
the huge museums of Leningrad, 
containing specimens of ancient and 
medieval art of Western Europe, 
frrm the nucleus of that kindof art. 
Already in both cities an enormous 
amount of work has been accom-

plished. The Boilsheviki let the 
staffs of the imperial museums and 
galleries remain in their old posi- 
tions. As a result experts, most of 
whom studied the history of art at 
French and German . universities, 
continue the old traditions concern- 
ing the preservation, restoring.

dust and damp of the treasures en- 
trusted to their care. 

During the war the Russian Gov- 
ernment resolved that its treasures 
must be transferred to Moscow: 
Eight hundred and eleven cases were 
forwarded by two military frains to 
Moscow and those treasures were 
then congealed in the Kremlin. 

Finally, at the end of i918, all of 
the cases, within two days, were 
taken from the Kremlin and put on 
the train. 
they were in Leningrad. 

At the Hermitage Galiery, .where 
{was permitted to spend day ‘after 
day in close study, | was allowed to 
examine everything I wished. 1 
might even take the pictures out of 
their frames, und touch the can- 
vases and varnish, and I-am able 
to give the azsurance that they have 
suffered no injuty; everything is in 
as. good condition as in any other 
museum and art gallery in the world.

Since. 1879 Count Taaffe, a noble- 
man of Irish extraction, had been 
Premier. He had been a childhood 
Playmate of the Emperor. He was a 
clever and cynical man, who played 
on the prejudices of his imperial 
master as_an artist plays the piano. 
He was absolutely unpringipled. His 
program. consisted in catering to the 
Emperor’s wishes, in setting the 
various races of the empire against 
one another and in navigating from 
makeshift to makeshift. _It was he 
himself who described this policy as, 
“fortwurstein,’’ which means gov- 
erning from hand to mouth. 

Rudolf was among the first to rec- 
ognize that Taaffe’s unscrupulous 
and inefficient administration was 
draining the very lifeblood. of the em- 
pire. His corresponderice glows with 
a fiery hatred of the statesman who 
called himself ‘‘der Kaiserminister,”’ 
or the Emperor’s Minister, and who 
for fourteen years enjoyed the unin- 
terrupted con of his master. 
Rudolf’s judgment of Taaffe has 
been borne out by the verdict of his- 
tory. No single man save for Fran- 
cis Joseph himself contributed more 
to the downfall‘of Austria. ~ 

In the feud. that inevitably devel- 
oped between the Crown Prince and 
his father’s omnipotent henchman 
the latter proved himself naturally 
the stronger. He was a practical 
politician and a connoisseur of hu- 
mah nature; Rudolf was a dreamer. 
As his radicalism became known in 
high circles — and Rudolf didn’t 
bother much to-camouflagé it—an 
iron ring of enemies closed around 
him. -He,_the heir to the throne, 
was surrounded by an army of Secret 
Service men, shadowed by spies, 
lured on by agents provocateurs.. His 


throne they could expect no quarter 
from him. 

His letters to Szeps are full of vio- 
lent attacks on the nobility. When- 
ever he got hold of a- piece of news 
compromising this aristocrat or that, 
orthe class as a whole, he hurried 
to turn it over to his editor friend 
for publication. The nobles by and 
by discovered. the leakage and a 
fierce intrigue ensued, all the more. 
malevolent as it was carried on en- 
tirely below the surface. 

Rudolf, who because of his demo- 
cratic views and well known asso- 
ciations - with. iiberals, journalists, 
and members of the rabble, was thor- 
oughly hated by the Bohemian nobil- 
ity, demonstrated on every occasion 
that in the quarrel between the 
aristocrats and the officers he was 


emphatically on the side of the 


latter. For several years no officer 
had received an invitation to aristo- 
cratic functions. In April, 1883, the 
officers’ club of. the Prague garrison 
arranged a solemn fencing competi- 
tion, and to general surprise invita- 
tions were issued to members of 
the feudal nobility. When. Rudolf 
learned about this he expressed his 
displeasure rather brusquely to the 
general in command, whereupon the 
latter called off the tournament. The 
incident was reported in detail by the 
papers and was much exploited by 
Rudolf’s- enemies.

until the end of time. 

Conversion of successful comedies into 
musical plays is becoming more and 
‘more frequent. Here there! is” no set 
rule for payment. The ‘matter of roy- 
alty is 
stature of the playwright of the original 
work, plus: the demands of the adapter. 
Where’ the adapter is an unknown it 
has not been unusual for the_ original 
author to receive a larger sum from the 
musical proceeds’.than the’ playwright 
who has taken the entire trouble of the 
new work. 

So far there has been no arrangemett 
possible for receipts from radio repro- 
ductions of stage works. Several earnest 
souls, however, who see little merit in 
giving away the products of their minds 
and industry, are at work on Ways and 
means that may be translated into ef- 
fective compensatory action before long. 

And so,. what with one thing and an- 
other, the author of even an uhsuccess- 
ful play is apt to find some solace in the 
hy-products of his work; if he has writ- 
ten carefully. Thete are playwrights 
who -will tell you. mournfully; though 
with the tiny sparkle in their eyes that 
indicates they are not really displeased

A ninth characteF is often mentioned, 
and has a. great bearing on the plot, 
but ‘he ‘never appears. Mr. Phillpotts 
has indeed feduced nia, materials to a 
minimum. 


‘With: this ‘one scene “is these’ eight’ 


charactérs he gives us three delightful 
hours at Coombe. Farm. Ellas. Wide- 
combe, its: owner, is .one. of .those ob- 
stinate men who has had his mind made 
up for him by his. ancestors, and sees 
nq reason éver to Whmake it. Thus it 
is that he ‘still conducts a vendetta 
against his neighbors, the Blanchards, 
while his daughter Beth and ‘ young 
Bob Blanchard fall in love as com-. 
pletely and with as lUttle care for the 
future as Romeo’ and Juliet. These two 
lovers have both intelligence’ and deter- 
mination; the result is that the old 
farmer, after starting the last act with 
a shotgun, énds it, with a country dance.

UCCINI @ morto.”’ 
The news is too late for the 
afternoon papers, but great printed 
signs, prominently displayed through- 
out the city, announce the passing of the, 
great composer in three simple words. 

Crowds. gather before these signs, 
heads are bowed and neighbor whispers 
to neighbor, ‘Puccini @ .morto,”. ‘Tl 
maestro @ morto.’’” I have just been 
studying the faces of the immovable men 
and women who. stand silently. before 
the plain announcement. Here is a sol- 
dier with tears streaming down his face 
and here is an old man who. coughs 
quietly, and I know it is.to conceal the 
lump thet is in his throat. A woman 
elbows her~ way through the crowd, 
reads the simple notice and exclaims 
softly, “God, he ts dead!’ 

One must understand the temperament 
of the Italian people to realize what a 
areadful calamity such a death must be.

» have watched him, with his inevitable 
cigarette, listen to the jazz pouring from 
a saxophorie with néver a flinch, though 
it’ must ‘have sourided “a Wery raucous 
note tipon his well-tuned sensibilities, I 
have #6en’ him, mingle with ths’ crowds 
in the cafés and héartily applaud Sousa's: 
“Washington Post March,’’ “I have seen 
‘his perfect democracy, He would sit_on 
the BidewdaTk ‘before a>barber shop and 
chat with the barefooted and unshaven 
fishermen with as much ‘gusto as though 
he were discussing * question, with an- 
other ‘composer. ©

It does not seem ‘possible. He seemed— 
In spite of his sixty-odd° years—to. be’in 





of a clear sky: ‘I like those shades. 
Where did you get them?’ He would 
ask question after question about Amer- 
ica, New York, the Metropolitan, Gatti- 
Casazza, the war. He never mentioned 
the opera or music unless yout quizzed 
him. 


I do not believe he was ever too busy 
to.do a kindness. He certainly thought 
oftener of others than he did of himself. 
He was almost childlike in> his love of 
simple things. I think he loved to get 
close to nature and listen’ to her myriad 
sounds. He loved birds and trees. At 
his villa on the shores*’of Torre del 
Lago—a lake that brushes the hills not 
far from Viareggio—he once kept a great 
aviary and birds from far lands. He 
loved every form of activity, He hunted 
and fished and yachted and motored. 
His athletic figure and broad shoulders 
and erect head and clear eyes made him 
look the picture of a soldier that had 
doffed his uniform and climbed into 
mufti. 


He was as unconscious of greatness ‘as 
@ man could be. I have had him take 
a part of the score of ““Turandot” and 
softly hum it to me over a liqueur and a 
cigarette. He had no sécrets about his 
work. He would tell you just how far 
he had progreksed {In the preparation of 
“Turandot,’’ and whether he thought it 
would be thé equal or even surpass his 
other opéras. He said very plainly that 
he preferred ‘‘Madama, Butterfly’’ to any 
of his other compositions. He once told 
me a story to the effect that Madama 
Butterfly was a real character, still liv- 
ing in Japan, and that he proposed to 
help her financially to ‘pass the re- 
mainder of her days without “want. 


Frankness: His Charm. 


His perfett frankness was one’ of his 
greatest charms: How he laughed when 
he told me that although every charac- 
ter in ‘‘Turandot”’ was Chinese, hé had 
never been to \China, “and then added; 
with a twinkle in his eyes, that he had 
visited ‘“‘New. York’s Chinatown’! He 
loved America and never tired of talk- 
ing about his third visit—he had already 
made-two trips. After Milan, New York 
‘was the city that hé loved, the city in 
which he wished his operas to meet a 
friendly reception. 


I have before me a very splendid pho- 
tograph of him. He gave it to one of my 
little girls, wrote his name upon it, and 
said to her: 
wrote me’a letter once in which he said: 
‘Men die and governments change, but 
the songs of ‘La Bohaéme’’ will’ live 
forever.” If this were true, you will hear 


some of my songs when you are. grown |. 


and I am dead. So you must keep this 
photograph and. then when I am gone 
you can say to your friends: ‘I used to 
take tea with him in his “California bun- 
galow”’ in Viareggio, On the shores of

UNESCORTED. WOMEN. HAVE | 
_FEW HAVENS AFTER DARK 





HAT does New York ‘dod for the 

unaccompanied woman alone in 

the city, after 10:30 at-night 
forthe pefiriiless woman set adrift by 


men. ‘The old story of Mary at the 
ctowded ‘Béthlehem inn {s repeated here 
in-varying forms every night.-. The loss 
of a purse, the delay of luggage, the 
failure of friends to meet a certain train 
may leave the unknown and unacconi- 
panied’ woman or ‘the woman witha 
child almost ‘without hope of a night's 
shelter. 

According to Mrs. Mary Hamilton, 
New York’ policewoman, no unknown 
and. unaccompanied woman without bag- 
gage: may register in ‘the commercial 
hotels’ of New York City” after 10:30 
at night. This ruling is, of ‘course, a 
protectionary measure on ‘the part of the 
hotels. Yet it means hardship to the self- 
respecting woman or girl who finds heér- 
self in an emergency. 

The commonest predicament. is. sudden 
lack of funds, Many women face this 
misfortune eVery week. Visit any rail- 
road. waiting room’ at night or in the 
chill dawn. It-is not difficult to pick 
them ‘out—women~ with empty purses, 
drawn faces, dusty shoes and unkempt 
hair. Pathetic attempts at restoration 
may be observed every morning in those 
public? beauty ¢linics where soap flows 
drop by drop from grudging glass tanks 
and clean ‘towels cost 5 cents apiece if 
the maid is awake to sell them. 

There are girls who come to the city 
with a4 little money: Golden opportuni- 
ties are elusive, work is hard to: find 
without’. New York references, . casual 
wages are low and room rents are high, 
Recent surveys revealed that the aver- 
age wage for girls in factories’ is $17 a 
week, and for.the girls in offices $18. 
One-tenth, however, .of these ¢girls are 
getting less.than $12 a week—this with 
rooms scarce-at $5 4. week and the aver- 
age rental mich’ higher. 

No less baffling As the’ problem of the 
young mothers. set_ suddenly upon the 
stréets because the rent cannot be paid. 
The fear of dispossession in New York 
looms large in every renter’s soul. The 
New York landlord gives ‘but a few days 
of grace and the stery of a roofless home 
is of daily occurrence, as the storage 
housé.. managers or the second-hand 
furniture dealers know. 

It is not so hard for a man to find 





its traditions for 10.and:25 tent beds for 
men. .But the mother and her children 
as well asthe unaccompanied girl find 
it difficult to find safe haven. For these 
the railroad depot proves often a tempo- 
rary solution.

The chief reason. why the protien of 
temporary shelter is ‘so baffling fs ‘the 
fact that even in a city of New York's 
size there are few places’ open to* thé 
unaccompanied or penniless’ woman. 
There are the Salvation Army’s. hotels, 
where a small charge is usually. made if 
the girl-is»able to pay. There is the 
Municipal Lodging House where any’ 
woman without question may have a bed 
and breakfast. There is Saint Mary’s 
Home, in West. Fourteehth ‘Street; for 
Catholic girls, and Y. W. C. :A. hotels 


have sometimes afew cots which they 
will make available to the penniless wo- 
man when -the regular applicants have 
been cared for. ere is, . the Glen- 
don for old. women who. can pay a 
quarter 2 n’ night. 

The ‘Girls’ Service Club’ makes effort 
to ‘accommodate giris- between pixtoen 
and twenty-one years of age, but a re 
cent survey made a a housing o an- 
ization reveals that there is a déa: of 
available shelters for the girl under six- 
teen and the woman over twenty-one.

It is evident throughout Mayor Hylan's 
testimony that he believes these assump- 
tions to be a complete. defense against 
any. charges‘ of delay brought by the 
Transit .Commission; that in- opposing 
the Transit Commission and,'securing a 
city-run subway any delay is justifiable. 
“Did amy one suppose,’’ he asked, speak- 
ing ‘of George McAneny, Chairman of 
the Transit Commission, ‘“‘that I would 
sit down and deal with a man whom 
I could not trust upon his first show of 


|bad faith—George McAneny,’ the’ same 


gentleman who was a member of the 
Board of Estimate in 1913: and voted to 
approve the dual subway contracts which 
have proved so detrimental to the city?’’ 

Again he says: ‘“‘The city authorities 
would have been faithless to the people 
of the city if they had not sought to es- 
tablish * * * the right-of the city to 
deal with its own transit problem in its

itself the right plan and construct its 
own subways with its own moneys, and 
to deal with existing street railway com- 
panies and their contractual obligations 
to the city in such a way as they (the 
city. aathorities) thought best calculated 
to protect the city’s interest and to pro- 
mote ‘its welfare.’ 

Far’ from’ seeking to deny the Transit 
Commission’s charges of obstruction to 
all proposals for new lines which it ad- 
vanced, the Mayor has.sought to. paint 
his opposition in the strong colors of a 
crusade against private operation and 
State interference and in favor of tran- 
sit home rule and independent municipal 
operation. He did, however, submit a 
defense to the allegations of the com- 
mission ,of unwarranted delay in © the 
construction. of lines already provided 
for in the dual contracts—the Four- 
teenth Street-Hastern Line and the Nas- 
sau Street loop. Concerning the com- 
mission’s charges of failure on his part 
to push his own: tardily formulated pro- 
gram for new construction he was silent. 


Issues Joined in Service. 


In| the matter of .service on -existing 
lines the issues have been well joined. 
The Mayor's original charges against 
the commission,. embodied in the Board 
of Estimate resolution, all concerned 
this phase of the situation. They did 
not charge the commission with respon- 
sibility for delay in construction. In 
his prepared statement and. in his testi- 
mony the Mayor pressed these charges 
with great vigor, but again did not 
blame the commission because new sub- 
ways had not been constructed. In his 
testimony he laid great stress on the 
failure of the commission to force the 
companies to run as large.a number of 
trains as they might, particularly out- 
side of rush hours. The Mayor has 
also charged that the commission was 
to blame for wrecks through its failure 
to. force existing’ companies to ‘install 
‘safety devices, that it. had, permitted 
waste and extravagancé in the B. R. T. 
reorganization and receivership, that it 
had failed to compel the companies to 
furnish sufficient service, that it had 
allowed irregular accounting by » the 
companies under.the dual contracts, 
that it:-had permitted the separate op- 
eration of‘the Brooklyn surface’ lines to 
continue and that it has heén extrava- 
‘gant in. ,the administration of its own 
affairs. Messrs, McAneny and  Hark- 
ness have answered each of these as- 
sertions by a denial of its truth-or of 
the aniproipeion’ s jurisdiction under the

Work on two of these—the Nassau 
Street loop and the Queensboro exten- 
sion—had not even been begun, while 
the Fourteenth Street-Hastern had been 
completed only to Williamsburg and 
even the finished section still lacked sta- 
tion finish, trackS and accessories. 
Today the Nassau Street ‘lodp is still to 
be begun, the Queérnsboro:’ extension is 
far from completed and trains are oper- 
ating only to Meserole “Street on~ the 
Fourteenth Street:- Bastern line. An 
appropriation for the rest of the route 
has only just been made. 

The testimony at the hearings brought 
out two explanations for the delays in 
completing these lines: That of the 
Transit Commission and that of Mr.

Some’ alsd 
iad horns, by which. they’. were’ enabled 
to fight: back <and*‘toss their prey sky- 
ward.:~ Brontosaurus.had no such armor 
‘protection; nor ‘borns. However, he lived 
in soft ‘matshes and could: sink ~below 
the surface, alligator-like, when in dan- 
ger. His amphibious habit of occasion- 
ally crawling out on land spelled his 
doom, as he was ‘then easily made a 
victim of his enemies. 


Another group of dinosaurs to be set 
up ‘were btaked forms, ‘having horny 
beaks «or bills.

The nearest 
American species of dinosaur to him 
was  Camptosaurus,. which, however, 
Was more. kahgatoo-like in form, with

Another group of. dinosaurs to be 
érected- are known as: trachodonts, on 
account of having bills like ducks—spoon 
bills of enormous size..

After it is produced and 
mixed into completed fertilizer there will 
be no large amount of power from the 
plant as fit stands for other use or for 
sale,. but there will be some. The 
measure makes no positive provision for 
the development of additional power, via 
Dam 3 or otherwise, leaving to the 
future further action as to this. 


Under the Norris plan not more than 
25,000 primary horsepower, or 100,000 
units of all power, could be used for the 
production of fertiligers. This would 
mean not more. than 8,000 tons of 
nitrates a year. This feature of the en- 
terprise ‘would be left to the. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and would be rated 
for the present as more of an experi- 
mental than a commercial undertaking./ 

The ccoperation which the Norris bill 
proposes would have to do mainly with 
production, . distribution and sale of 
power. The bill directs the War Depart- 
ment to go ahead with the construction 
of Dam 3, and contemplates the estab- 
lishment. of reservoirs, for equalizing 
the flow of the Tennessee. River, thus 
increasing the power regularly available 
to a million or more horsepower a yéar. 
It also authorizes the erection of trans- 
mission lines and other steps looking 
toward large distribution and Sale of 
power.

Another situation in ‘which Green. took 
@ firm stand was that in the non-union 
mines. of West Virginia, ‘which the 
United Mine Workers. have.long been 
endeavoring to organize. 

“The: United’ Mine Workers," he de- 
clared in a statement given out in 1920, 
“are determined to.see justice done to 
the locked-out miners of Mingo ‘County. 
‘We are insistent that'the use of gunmen 
in West Virginia shall cease. It is time 
that a republican form of government, 
as ordained by the Constitution, should 
be restored in Mingo County, and the 
arbitrary rule of the coal barons brought 
to an erd.”’ 

By 1922:the United Mine Workers had 
sent, according to their own statements, 
more than’ @ million’dollars’ into the 
West Virginia field. Lewis and Green 
regarded it as essential to the success 
of their movement that the non-union 
mines be organized. 

But the almost warlike activities into 
which this led them did not make either 
of them a radical in the ordinary sense 
of the word. At the Scranton’ conven- 
tion of the United Mine Workers in 
1923 Green made an earnest speech in 
which he laid down the principle that 
“public opinion cannot be opposed.’’ 
the convention of the A. F. of L. at 
Portland; Ore., in the game year, he led 
the four-hour debate which ended in the 
impeachment and ejection of William F. 
Dunne, a Communist labor leader from 
Butte, Mont. As Chairman of the Edu- 
cation Committee of the A. F. of L. he 
took the Gompers attitude toward Rus- 
sia and had a prominent part in @ re- 
port bitterly denouncing communism, 

Like Gompers, he has stood firmly by 
established. institutions. “Our devotion 
to America, and to Americafi institu- 
tions,’’ he declared In the statement 
issued by him after his election to the 
presidency, ‘‘miust. never be successfully 
challenged. Our demands upon society 
for higher standards of life, better 
wages and humane conditions of em- 
ployment must ever be based upon our 
inalienable right to the enjoyment of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, Our problems must be met and 
solved upon the basis of American fair 
play, and in accordance with American 
traditions and idéals.”’

Mise’ Mary Van Kleeck, Director of 
Industrial Studies of the Russell Sage 

/ Foundation, puts it in this way: 

“The really significant developments 
ef the last two years are that the labor 
Movement itself has taken an interest 
_in investment, which will probably ex- 
pand the whole idea of profit sharing, 
and that we have begun to see that 
back of any. of these plans must, be a 
greater understanding. of the workers’ 
point of view and a desige that: it shall 
be represented. Profit sharing that does 
not embrace any of these new develop- 
ments of management, thet does not 
give the workers. a voice in the manage- 
~ ment, is not fundamental.’’ 


Studying Industrial Relations. 


‘Never in our history ‘has there heer? 
@nother such intense effort by employers 
tO study and solve the labor problem 
as that which follawed the war. Per- 
sognel departments sprang up overnight. 
Engineers and specialists in the ‘Shuman 
side” filled volumes with-their reports. 
A. great variety of devices found 

| sporadic favor, from the commissioning 
of the factory. spy to ferret out potential 
trouble makers .to the installing of rep 
resentatives of the employes on boards 
of directors. 

Many of these schemes were designed 
to head off nascent trade unions, but 
most of them represented sincere efforts 

“to comprehend. and ‘meet the problem 
of industrial relations. Great confi- 
dence was placed in moral suasion. In 

Detroit speakers were organized to ad- 
dress workmen during the luncheon 
hour, exhorting against . radicalism. 
This mode of attack was suggested by 
the success of Charles M. Schwahb’s 
speaking tours of the shipyards during 
the wer. Meanwhile, radicals, inspired 
by. the temporary successes of communh- 
ism. abroad, redoubled’ their activity, 
especially in ‘those industries untouched 
by trade unions. 

That period of ferment and apprehen- 
sion has left behind many elabefate sys- 

tems of employe representation, defense 
mechanisms erected. by awakened em- 
ployers, and various schemes for linking 
the worker’s interest more closely to that

Among these are profit sharing, stock 
gales to employes, and group life in- 
surance, paid for sometimes by the em- 
ployer, sometimes by employer and: em- 
ploye.

“The fortunes of profit sharing in the 
narrower sense aré more dubious. It 
Shas een adopted sporadically and aban- 
doned by many, firms. The ave lon- 

gevity. of profit-sharing plans is not 
great, according to a survey made by 
the National . Industrial. Conference 
Board. Well-informed atudents of the 
subject differ ag to whether df is. in- 
creasing inthis country. It is not, at 
any rate, increasing as rapidly as stock 
sales, insurance and employe. represen- 
tation, if it has made any gains in the 
last few years. . ; 


If one.aceept the strict definition of 
profit. sharing; which would exclude the 
bonus and. purchase of stock, leaving 
only those cases where net revenues are 
shared according. to a seale fixed in 
advance, instances of profit sharing on 
an extensive basis are not numerous. 

In Burope profit sharing has made 
little if any headway recently. ._A re- 
port: of the British Minister of Labor 
last year showed the plan‘in effect: in 
238 firms, employing 160,000 persons. 
One-fifth of the plans had been estab- 
lished in 1919 and 1920, the subsequent 
industrial depression reducing the num- 
ber. The total number of plans adopted 
up to 19239 was 35. 

In France 9. Government study irs 
1923 showed that only seventy-five com- 
panies, employing 102,000 people, had 
profit sharing. More than one-third of 
these systems had been introduced since 
1919, while some of earlier origin had 
lately ‘been abandoned. Little ‘sharing 
of management accompanied the sharing 
of profits. The general opinion among 
employers using the scheme was that it 
contributed to the stability of the work- 
ing farce, but their views differed as 
ta whether it stimulated production. 


Profits Versus Wages. 


Organized labor in this country is 
opposed. to profit sharing, stock pur- 
chases and group insurance.alike. The 
late Samuel Gompers said profit sharing 
had ‘“‘never been seriously considered” 
by .orgenizations of labor. His objec- 
tion was that profit sharing tended to 
depress wages. Warren 8. Stone, Grand 
Chief of ‘the International Brotherhood 
of-Lecomotive Engineers and prime 
mover in establishing labor banks, be- 
lievea that profit sharing serves to speed 
up labor unduly and that it and stock 
sales both tend to make the, worker 
satisfied with” inadequate wages. 

Charles W, Eliot, President Emeritus 
of Harvard, takes a similar view, hold- 
ing it inadvisable for the employe to 
put all his eggs in one basket by in- 
vesting his savings entirely in his own 
company... He believes that the limited 
control that the employe can exercise 
as stockholder promises little for in-

The plan .applied by the Dutchess 
Bleachery of Wappingers Falls, N. T., 
described “in a .forthcoming. report of 
the Sage Foundation, departs from both 
the typical employer conception of profit 
sharing and the traditional trade union 
‘idea of the proper scope for the em- 
ploye’s. activities. ».It enlarges. upon 
both. ‘Profits are shared. equally . be- 
tween stockholders and employes: after 
allowing 6 per cent.“as the “wage’’ of 
capital and setting aside 15 per cent. 
of the net profits for each of -two sink- }. 
ing funds, one t6 guarantee the ‘‘wage’’ 
of the stockholder, the other to guar- 
antee to the workers half pay when un- 
employed . because of lack of work or 
iliness.. ‘Unemployment insurance. thus 
takes precedence over. profit 6 distiseated 
to workers, 


That labor is a partner in industry 
has been the thesis -of hundreds of ut- 
terances in these. recent years of whole- 
‘sale experiment. The proprietors of the 
Dutchess Bleachery, who installed their 
novel scheme in 1918, adopted the impli- 
cations. of that ‘idea’ and came very 
close to making it a reality: They called 
their plan one of partnership and made 
it approximately that. 


Workers as Partners. 


There is a Board of Operatives; 4 
Board of ‘Management and the Board 
of Directors, The Board of Operatives 
is made up of representatives of the 
employes. It takes up grievances with 
the management, administers alone the 
houses owned by the company and 
rented to employes, and has charge of 
recreational .and welfare work. ‘The 
Board of Management, consisting of six 
employes chosen by the Board of Opera- 
tives and ‘six persons representing the 
stockholders, /‘settles.all matters of mill 
management that may arise,”’ appointing 
a thirteenth member when there is a 
tie vote. The Board of Directors, chosen 
annually by the stockholders, contains 
the President, manager and sales man- 
ager of the bleachery, a representative 
of the employes nominated by the Board 
of Operatives, and a representative of 
the community nominated by the ‘local 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The authority of the Board of Direc- 
tors is final; tike:that of other boards 
of directors, It could, if it chose, abolish 
the whole plan. In practice, so far as 
mill. management is. concerned, it is 
largely a rubber stamp for the Board 
of Management, as one of the officers 
expressed it. The Board of Operatives 
and the Board of Management have got 
on go well with affairs of labor and 


production, according to Ben M. Selek-f 


mean. of the Sage Foundation, that there 
has been little occasion for the directors 
to exert their authority.

Coaperation in Demand. 


In this and several similar plana that 
have been made the subject of studies 
by. the Sage #bundation, Miss Ven 
Kleeck sees evidence that wage earners 
will respond to the demands of added 
plant responsibility and shew that “‘they 
have ideas about management—that are 
as good for business as* those of the 
supervisors or the board of directors, ” 

“T think that in the near future cap- 
{tal will be less at a premium’ than 
good menagement,” she said. “It is not 
@ question of the invention of new ma- 
chinery so much ag finding how to bring 
about cooperation. Industrial managers 
must Stady, ag was done in the Dutchess 
plant, how the worker’s immediate inter- 
est may be stimulated by something 
more. than income, He needs a record 
showing his part in the establishment. 
There are great.undeveloped resources 
to be utilized by way of workers’ shar- 
ing in the problems of production. 
When- this is worked out in connection 
with profit sharing, you have.the he- 
ginning of a true parthership. 

“The interest~shown in this subject 
at the recent annual meetings of the 
Taylor Society and the management 
division of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, and the large 
number of inquiries about the Dutchess 
report that we have received from em- 
ployers, are evidence that managers are 
studying: the. question.’* 

“What Jabor.as a class wants,” wrote 
Professor John R. Commons of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, after a study of 
employe representation, “is ‘wages, 
hours and security without financial 
responeibility,”"’ It will be noted that 
the Dutchess workers have no responsi- 
bility for finance or ‘sales, though they 
do agsume responsibility for production,

The present tradition, by’ whiel the 
formal eulogy. before a joint session is 
invoked’ for Presidents who died natural 
deaths, dates no further back than Sen- 
ator Lodge's eulogy of ')ex>President 
Roosevelt... Even in the threé instances 
in . which’ such Presidents. have< been. 
brought within the.Bancroft-Lincoln tra- 
dition, the “‘martyr’’ idea remains’ ob- 
scurely at the root of it, for the per- 
formance of public duty shortened the 
lives of Roosevelt, Harding and Wilson, 
The same thing was true’ of President 
“William Henry Harrison in 1841; but in 
those days republican simplicity would 
have been’ scandalized at thé idea ‘of ex- 
ceptional honors to a mere’ President. 
‘It: was only by reason of the martyr 
idea that Lincoln was so honored, and 
even then Bancroft felt {t incumbent 
upon him to talk moré about the war 
than about his nominal subject. 
' Probably the precedent: set by Senator 
Lodge will:in time be are to all ex- 
Presidents.

PROBLEMS OF 


THE INVENTOR 





To the Egitor of Thé New York Times: 

There appeared today under a head- 
ing “Topics. of the Times” an article 
with a jsubtitle ‘‘Inventors and Capital- 
ists,” which was of Breet interest to me 
personally. 

As a consulting engineer, I have spent 
most of my life assisting inventors and 
working with them, and I have found the 
situation to be substantially as set forth 
in your write-up. I think, however, that 
I can. throw some/ additional light on 
the subject not only from the psycho- 
logical standpoint but in providing a 
possible, solution to’ some or all of the 
difficulties encountered. 

Inventors may be classified into two 
groups: Those who invent through 
sheer mental brilliance and those who 
arrive at a solution through painstaking 
research work. The first group résem- 
ble artists in their mental processes and 
are rarely capable of ._ becoming suc- 
cessful business associates. It is Wecause 
of these men that all inventors have 
been | classéd as visionary and imprac- 
tical. Many of their inventions reflect 
this visionary mental condition and‘ have 
no practical: value. On the other hand, 
many of the really brilliant inventions 
in paths of stierice heretofore untraveled 
come from these men. The second 
group invents thrdugh a process of logi- 
cal deduction and experimenting, arriv- 
ing’at a solution by much detailed work, 
sometimes producing a result entirely 
unexpected which has a value in some 
field foreign to the original problein. 

‘To be Successful in any field, of course, 
requires not only native intelligence and 
ability but many ‘years of careful tralri- 
ing. It is,:therefore, obvious that an in- 
ventor who has. spent his time thinking 
along. some rangh of science cannot 
possess overnight the qualities. and 
‘training of the successful business man, 
and vice versa. The successful organ- 
izer does ‘not “fake an artist from his 
advertising ‘staff and make him sales 


‘manager. Neither does he’ make his head 
bookkeeper a research. investigator in 
his laboratory. Through’ specialization 
all branches of jndus.ry have become ‘so 
involved that whether a man be an in- 
yentor or a: Dusiness man, in order 
suctessful he must “muster all of 
‘energies to his i selected psa.

come financially independent. He is 
thoroughly convinced of the importance 
of his invention and is often confident 
of his own ability as a business man. 
He.is inclined to minimize the impor- 
tance of having associates who are 


trained in business practice to help on 


that énd of the work. The result is that 
many companies are: formed to market 
an invention, and many such companies 
fail through lack of ‘knowledge on the 
part of the organizers and managers. 

The successful business man is just as 
essential to’success as is the invention. 
He must bring to the organization net 
only ‘his ability but he must gamble a 
considerable amount of money’ in addi- 
tion.. He, and not the inventor, must 
control the company, because it is his 
judgment which must solve the financ- 
ing, manufacturing and 
problems. 

After many. years of. stud/ of this 
problem, the following possible solution 
to the difficulty has presented ftself to 
me..\It is, I believe, based on, sound 
business laws. and’ principles, ‘while’ at 
the same time. offering to .invéntors a 
solution to their financial, troubles by 
first enaBling them te perfect their in- 
vention and then placing the invention 
in its true economic pésition, giving to 
the inventor his just share of the pro- 
ceeds of his invention! and protecting 
him from himself as well as from the 
unscrupulous exploiter of inventors: 

The proposal includes the establish- 
ment of a complete industrial. laboratory 
divided into the various departments of 
science. At the head’ of “each depart+ 
ment will be a man of mature experience 
and thorough training, who. will be as- 
sisted in a consulting capacity by a 
group. of Outside specialists in the 
branches of industry covered by his de- 
partment, Into this laboratory will be 
admitted inventors who. possess} an un- 
developed idea.’

Since the dawn of civilizatton, initiated, 
incidentally, by inventive genius, \in- 
ventors have labored on in the -.0e of 
all kinds of hardships, and, considering 
the ever gam number of patents 
issued each year ‘by the United States 
Patent Office (about 900 a week at pres- 
ent), it would appear that Orson D. ‘Munn 
is unnecessarily concerned as to the 
possible effeet of \such statements as 
that by Dr. Fessenden. I. believe Dr.

“No orgamzation engaged. m 
any specific field of work ever invents

December Construction Is Falling 
Below That of Last Month. 
Construction activities in.Greater New 


)York, both contemplated and awarded, 


are undergoing a seasonal decling with 
the indications prevalent that ber 
commitments will fall. below th for 
November, according to The Record and 
Guidt: ‘This is apparent from the fig- 
ures compiled for the first two weeks 
this month, showing 308 operations 
authorized to proceed at a cost of $18,- 
045,100, comypared to 3546 projects let at 
an outlay of $41,535,500 for the cor- 
responding period last month. Proposed 
work dropped also when the item of 
$114,007,000 for new subways was elimi- 
nated. from. the. statistics. 
‘Notwithstanding this decrease in \vol- 
ume and value of. new, plans the general 
outlook, in. the building industry in the 
five boroughs is exceedingly encourag- 
ing to contractors and labor for a busy 
Winter program. The stabilization of 
wage and material cost has entered 
largely into the quantity and the quality 
of the operations now under way or 
about to start. At no time in the past 
two years have investors or speculators 
found a better situation for construction 
development, and the continued high level 
of housing tmprovements, ninety-one 
representing an expenditure of $5,308,000 
being ‘awarded during the week ended 
Dec. 12, clearly warrants the opinion 
that many owners are taking advantage 
of these fixed conditions and are going 
ahead with thelr projects now in order 
to- anticipate any advance in material 
prices in the Spring. ' 
Throughout the city builders are bend- 
ing every energy to get thelr contracts 
to a stage of completion where rea] ‘Win- 
ter weather will not seriously retard 
progress on the job. Preparations are 
being made by cally all contractors 
to meet a protracted cold spell.

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BRENTANO’S NEW HOME. 


The Quarters Leased WIN Extend 
Through to Fifth Avenue. 


After a notable career extending over 
geventy-one years, Brentano’s, national- 
ly known booksellers, have arranged to 
locate in what may be regarded as their 
permanent home. Last week WilHam 
A. White & Sons reported leasing 30,- 
000. square feet of space to the old- 
establishéd concern in the new building 
at 1 to 11 West Forty-seventh Street. 
Eventually, when a building operation at 
586 Fifth Avenue is completed, the new 
quarters will be extended through to the 
avenue and Brentano's will. remain a 
Fifth Avenue establishment in fact. 

The first shop was established by Au- 
gust Brentano in 1853, in the front of the 
old New York Hotel. 

In 1856 he moved to the old Revere 
House, at Houston Street and Broad- 
way, and it was here that Brentano ex- 
tended his business to include the {m- 
portation ‘of foreign newspapers, peri- 
odicals and books.. 

The year 1860 found Brentano's oppo- 
site the. old Néw York “Hotel, where 
they remained for ten years, until 1870, 
when they leased 7-9 Union: Square, 
where, during. the ‘70s and ‘80s, this shop 
enjoyed a‘ vogue as a literary réendez- 
vous. It was on the direct route be- 
tween the downtown business section 
and the residential quarter—and many 
of the principal publishing houses were 
situated near by, and literary men and 
artists were scattered about the neigh- 
borhood as, fer south as Washington 
Square. Here any one could find at 
all times men and women of artistic 
calling and lovers and collectors of 
books. 

In 1907, when the Brunswick Hotel 
was demolished, it seemed that this site 
would be a most desirable spot for the 
store, and Brentano’s egain moved up- 
ward—to 225 Fifth Avenue. their present 
quarters. 

The new space will be occupied in

The Sixth Avenue of today appears 
like a cross-section of the Bowery of old 
with itg open front hot-dog. stands, slot 
machine arcades, shooting galleries, 
pawn shops and the. Innumerable servant 
employment agencies, that draw crowds 
of unemployed cooks, <ishwashers and 
many other types of unemployed that 
block the sidewalks all through the day, 
reacing the bulletins hung out on the 
street. 

In places it reminds one of the old- 
time Division Street of the east side 
ghetto with cheap, clothing stores for 
both men and‘ women, with a hungry- 
eyed salesman or saléswoman in the 
doorway ready to grasp the unwary 
passers-by and pull them in.

For years the city fathers have ig-

The growth of the city tn the last few 
years has spurred the progressive busi- 
ness men and property owners into ac- 
tion that resulted in organization.’

EARLY WALL STREET DAYS. 


Banking Centre After the Revolu- 
tlon—Low: Realty Values. 


In recalling old-time Wall Street con- 
ditions several years ago the late Davii 
T. Valentine, who provided so“much in- 
teresting material for future historians 
of New York, called attention to the fact 
that the financial -or modern history of 
the street began after the’ Revolutionary 
War.’ He-mentions that the’ Bank of 
New. York, - which was the first institu- 
tion of its kind in the city, began opera- 
tions in 1791 at Wall, and William 
Streets and was followed in 1799 by the 
Manhattan Company, incorporated in 
1708, at what wgs then 23 Wall Street. 
Then came the Merchants’ Bank, ,incor- 
porated in 1805, at 25 Wall Street; ‘the 
United States Bank, about the same 
year, at 38 Wall Street, and the Me- 
chanics’ Bank, incorporated in 1810, at 
16 Wall Street. These were the pioneer 
banking institutions. 

Insurance companies were in existence 
somewhat earlier and the Mutual Assur- 
ance Company is said to have been the 
first organization of its Kind “after the 
Revolution. In 1815 thirteen insurance 


» | concerns had offices on ‘Wall Street.

SAYS BOLSHEVISM AIDS’ 
YALEAN-CHINA STRIKE 


Professor Williams Thinks Japa- 
nese-Trained Teachers Have 
Much to Do With It, 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 27.—Re- 
ceiving unofficial reports that students 
of the College of Yale-in-China at 
\Changsha are -on strike, Professor 
Fredérick: W. Williams of Yale Univer- 
sity, Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of the institution in China, plates the 
blame on the Bolshevist "*movement in 
China and the -antagonism of half- 
trained Chinese students returning from 
Japan and demanding teaching. positions. 

“It appears highly probable,’ _Pro- 
fessor’ William® said, ‘‘that the unrest; 
which has for the moment swept the 
undergraduates’ into common action, 
results from a flare-up. by an old group 
called the Anti-Impe alists, which: has 
eta | been. crying for ‘State rights’ or 
Pier ncial independence of Peking. 

Two elements are in evidence all 
over the country. Oné of them is Bol- 
shevism with its strong irreligious 
basis, which instigates for the moment 
a fierce antagonism against every kind 
‘of religious teaching. . The other is the 
presence of great numbers. of paftially 
trained Chinese who, on returning from 
Japan; find : themselves outclassed 
Western educated teachers in competing 
for. places: in schools of modern typen 
They play upon .the prevailing oppo- 
sition to Buropean influences and -incite 
~— to combat foreign institu- 
ons 

Professor Williams does not think. the 
strike is serious and expects that it 
will come to an end soon.
